New Scheme For Steering a Ship With 
out a Man at the Wheel. 
An automatic helmsman, which will 
I 
steer a ship like a man at the wheel on < 
tile ship s bridge, is now being seri­ 
ously proposed. The captain would set 
it to steer northeast, for instance, and 
the machine would then keep the ves­ 
sel bendell northeast until it was given 
further orders. 
None has yet been 
AuHt. but a mechanism that will do 
the work has been fully planned by a 
marine engineer. 
It is made possible because of the 
success of the gyroscopic compass, 
now in daily use on several American 
naval vessels. 
This compass does not 
depend at all on the magnetic north 
pole, but uses the determination of the 
gyroscope to stay pointed in one di­ 
rection regardless of the movements 
of its surroundings. 
To make the automatic helmsman a 
tiny mirror would be placed on the 
Compass card and set to tile proper 
course—to the northeast for instance. 
A beam of light on this mirror would 
reflect back between two selenium 
cells when the ship was exactly on the 
right course. 
If the ship turned a lit­ 
tle off the course the beam would 
strike one of tile selenium cells, and 
the cell would detect it sufficiently to 
start a motor to turning the ship’s rud­ 
der the proper way.

To make the automatic helmsman a 
tiny mirror would be placed on the 
compass card and set lo the proper 
eou rse-to the northeast for instance. 
A beam of light on this mirror would 
reflect 
back 
between 
two selenium 
cells when the ship was exactly on the 
right course. 
If the ship turned a lit­ 
tle off the course the beam w’ould 
strike one of the selenium cells, and 
the cell would detect it sufficiently to 
start a motor to turning the ship’s rud 
der the proper way. 
If the beam 
struck the other cell another motor 
would pull the helm round iii the other 
direction. 
It would seem that the effect would 
be to steer tile ship on a snaky course 
in a general northeasterly direction.

around Santiago during the Spanish- 
American war and also in the Russo- 
Japanese war. 
The usual method is to stretch thou­ 
sands o f yards of wire, thickly “barb­ 
ed,” in front of a n ’enemy.

fences are formed, only a few feet 
apart. 
Trees, stum ps and everything 
that can be used as a post is made to 
serve, and the more tangled the w ire 
the more effective it becomes.

Cause of Absenteeism. 
A comparatively 
few conduct the 
business of the house.

It requires 218 members to 
make a quorum. 
Much of the time

AN ORIGINAL ARGUMENT 
FOR UNIVERSAL PEACE. 


Outfit** of Proposal of Ham iltgn Holt— 
“Am erica's Destiny to Lead.” 


Hamilton Holt, editor of the Inde­ 
pendent, In th at publication presents 
w hat he considers is an original argu­ 
ment for universal peace under the 
title. “The Way to Disarm—A Prac­ 
tical Proposal.” 
Mr. Holt In part writes: 
“In his famous essay, 
‘Perpetual 
Peace,’ published in 1705, Emmanuel 
K ant declared that we never can hove 
universal peace until the world is po­ 
litically organized, and It will never be 
possible to organize the world political­ 
ly until the people, not the kings, rule. 
“A careful study of the formation of 
the thirteen American colonies front 
sparate states Into our present com­ 
pact Union discloses the fact that the 
nations today are in the same stage of 
development that the American Colo 
Hies were about the time of their first 
confederation. 
“Let the League of Peace he formed 
on the following five principles: 
"First.—Th® nations of the league shall 
mutually agree to respect the territory 
and sovereignty of each other. 
"Second.—All questions that cannot be 
settled by diplomacy shall be arbitrated. 
"Third.—The nations of the league shall 
provide a periodical assembly to make all 
rules to become law unless vetoed by a 
nation within a stated period. 
“Fourth—The nations shall disarm to 
the point where the combined forces of the 
teaguo shall be a certain per cent higher 
than those of the most heavily armed na­ 
tion or alliance outside the league. 
De­ 
tailed rules for this pro rata disarmament 
shall be formulated by the assembly. 
“Fifth.—Any member of the league shall 
have the right to withdraw on due notice 
or may be expelled by the unanimous vote 
of the others.’’ 
Mr. Holt concludes with this state­ 
ment: “It would seem to be I be mani­ 
fest destiny of the United States to 
lead in the establishment of such a 
league.”

Hamilton Holt, editor of the Inde­ 
pendent, in that publication presents 
what he considers is an original argu­ 
ment for universal peace under the 
title. “The Way to Disarm—A Prac­ 
tical Proposal.” 
Mr. Holt Iii part writes: 
“In his 
famous essay, 
'Perpetual 
Peace,’ published in 1795, Emmanuel 
K ant declared that we never can have 
universal peace until the world is po­ 
litically organized, and it will never he 
possible to organize the world political­ 
ly until the people, not the kings. rule. 
“A careful study of the formation of 
the thirteen American colonies from 
spa rate states into our present com­ 
pact Union discloses the fact that the 
nations today are in the same stage of 
development that the American Colo 
ides were about the time of their first 
confederation. 
“I ^ t the league of Peace he formed 
on the following five principles: 


“ F irst.—Th# nations of tha league ahab 
m utually agree to respect the territory 
and sovereignty of each other. 
“ Second.—AH questions that cannot be 
settled by diplomacy shall be arbitrated. 
"Third.—The nations of the league shall 
provide a periodical assembly to m ake all 
rules to become law unless vetoed by a 
nation within a stated period. 
“ F o u rth —The nations shall disarm to 
the point w here the combined forces of the 
league shall be a certain per cent higher 
than those of the most heavily armed n a ­ 
tion or alliance outside the league. 
D e­ 
tailed rules for this pro r a ta disarm am ent 
shall be form ulated by the assembly. 
"F ifth .—Any member of the league shall 
have the right to w ithdraw on due notice 
or m ay be expelled by the unanim ous vote 
of the others.” 
Mr. Holt concludes with this state­ 
ment: “It would seem to be the muni 
fest destiny of the United States to 
lead in the establishment of such a 
league."

HOBOS GAUSE TROUBLE 


Governor A. 0. Eberhart Urges Sher­ 


iffs of State to Prevent Robbery 
of Harvest Hands 


To protect harvest 
hands 
from 
gangs of hobos who iii tho last few 
months have found “ easy pickings” 
by robbing them of their hard earned 
w ages,^Govern or JJbefihart has w rit­ 
ten letters to the sheriffs of various 
counties along the route of the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Soo 
railroads. 
The letter reads: 
“During the past few m onths there 
have been reported to this office a 
numb'?* 
of depredations comm itted 
by large 
hands 
of 
hobos. 
These 
hands often are armed,, have broken 
open cals, murdered trainmen and 
comm itted 
num erous 
burglaries. 
They have b*ou preying on the la­ 
borers com ing from, and going into 
the naivest fields aud have robbed 
them of their earnings. 
“ Jn view of these conditions it is 
necessary for you to tatoo extraor­ 
dinary rn'J asu reg to protect the com­ 
m unities by disarm ing or imprison-

informed' me that the story was g ain ­ 
ing prevalence in the c ity that P<>- 
quot was tired of holding the county 
fair, and was w illin g to give it up 
and he said, in his belief that on * or 
two of the officers were w illin g to 
join in a reorganization 
with"* title 
headquarters at Brainerd. 
It is a l­ 
so stated 
that 
people 
in 
Brainerd 
have already chosen a site for the fair 
grounds. 


The idea that the people of Pcquot 
are w illing to give up the fair is el 
roneous. 
There is probably not 
single person, farmer 
or 
basinets 
man, w'ho would be w illing to see 
the county fair moved' aw ay from the 
village, and every effort on the part 
of Brainerd to secure the exposition 
w ill be fought to th e lim it. 
Brain 
crd should consider in th is matter 
lier present pleasant relation with the 
people of Pcquot, and rather than 
stir up a county wide controversy, 
drop tins matter at once. 
It w ill be 
impossible for th rn to secure tho nee 
estary two-thirds vote to amend the 
articles of incorporation 
to enable 
them to remove the fair to Brainerd. 
and as long as th e exposition is held 
each year, it cannot be re moved' oth ­ 
erwise. 


That any of the officers would he 
w illing to sacriliee Hie fair is un­ 
doubtedly a rnistalenient, and if such 
a one were found, 
he 
would 
lie 
dropped from it he association. Brain­ 
erd is our county seat,, and we are 
proud o f its progressive spirit and 
enjoy th*'friendship and confidence of 
mu ny of its citizens 
and 
business 
men. 
We admire its efforts to en ­

prosperity, but we, the citizen s o f 'the 
north encl of Crow W ing county will 
never allow it to con Ii st* ate w ii a t we 
have built up by years of effort and 
sacrifice, (the institution 'that.

beauty. 
It is the only national an ­ 
them composed by a musician of the 
forem ost rank. 
But the song w hich is sung in cities 
by civilians 1* not alw ays, or, indeed 
generally, the oqe sung by the soldiers 
who have to bear the brunt of battle 
and siege and ninroh 
The battle song 
of the Austrian soldier is "Prims Eugen 
der edie Ritter," w hich tells how til* 
noble cavalier. Prince Eugene of Sa­ 
voy. la ii! siege to and captured B el­ 
grade from the Turks in 1717 It ought 
to be a good song for the purpose, for 
it w as actually w ritten In the trenches 
before Belgrade. 
Probably the ti^ost stately national 
anthem is the Russian. 
Its very title. 
"God tile All Terrible,” seem s to strike 
a 
heroic strain. 
Sung 
by a 
great 
mass of peasant soldier* with simple 
fervor its effect is grand in tile e x ­ 
treme. 
Played upon tile great organ 
in the cathedral ut Moscow’ it sounds 
like a prayer.
